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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bitel Jr. (5,419,451). Bitel Jr. discloses the limitations of the claims including a 
thermoplastic (col. 4, line 16) container lid (figs. 1-13) comprising a body (38), skirt (42), 
rim (46) with recess (fig. 12), mirror (portion of body 38 inside said rim), outer part 
(portion of body 38 outside said rim), bridges (space separating rim along a peripheral 
line), wherein bridges is at the same level as said mirror, wherein there are 6 or more 
bridges evenly distributed around a periphery of the lid. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bitel Jr. as described in par. 2. Bitel Jr. as described in par. 2 discloses the limitaions of 
the claims excluding what would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
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the time of invention, having an uneven number of bridges tin order to facilitate design 
choice and having bridges with a width of 3 mm or more thereby providing sufficient 
stability for stacking while optimizing material usage by reducing the presence of the 
rim. Moreover, it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only 
routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. Furthermore, a change in form or 
shape is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent 
any showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey et al., 149 USPQ 47.
